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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because phrases that can be 
implied, such as "the present disclosure relates line 1 of the amended abstract, filed 
on June 29, 2007, should be avoided. On the other hand, the abstract is too short. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Watanabe 
(US 6,954,690). 

Watanabe discloses a sanding system including sand container 1 1 , compressed 
air source 13, closed pressure container 14, and solenoid valves 16,17; wherein, the 
closed pressure container has an effect of smoothing out any pulsing of the compressed 
air from pump 13. 

Regarding the instant claimed method steps recited in method claim 10, note that 
operation of the system of Wantanabe is considered to require all of the steps recited in 
the instant method claim. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Watanabe (US 6,954,690) in view of Hewitt (US 3,889,991). 

Watanabe is applied above. 

Regarding the manual intervention step, recited in instant claim 1 1 , note that 
manual and automatic controls are well known. For example, consider column 2, lines 
63-66 of Hewitt; wherein, manual and automatic controls are described. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to also include in the structure of 
Watanabe a manual control capability, as well known, so as to achieve the added 
expected advantages of manual controls. 

6. Claims 1-9 are allowable.
